T HE Manifefto tells us, That Forreigners follow'd 
- the Example of the Spaniards, in owning Philip 
for King of Spain. Granting they did acknowledge 


_ him, ‘twas in a Sence different from that fuppos’d by 
the Author of the Manifefto. The French King ha- 


ving always been powerfully arm’d even in Times of 
the profoundeft Peace, without troubling himfelf 
what it cofts his Subjects, and confequently 
having always been in a Gondition to do Mifchief to 
any Porentate, all Princes and States have been o- 
blig’d to carry themfelves towards him, not as they 
would, but with the Caution nor to irritate a Mo- 


- narch whofe Cuftom has been to leave (wherever he 


has fent his Forces,) dreadful Marks of his Refent- 
-ments. Now at the Time of King Charles the IId’s 
Death and of the Seizure of the Spanifh Monarchy, 
the other Porentates of Europe not being prepar’d to 
-make Oppofition with Forces proportionable, thofe 
who were moft expos’d diffembled their true Senti- 
! ments, and acknowledg’d Philip V, if not de jure, yet 
‘de fafto, King of Spain. But we are nor to judge of 
Mens Sentiments, by what they fay in their Tor- 
~maents ; We ought to hear them when they are abfo- 
“Tutely at Liberty, and out of Pain and Danger ;‘o- 
therwife we may ground our Belief on a falfe Bot- 
tom. We will not fay of the Potenrates that are in 
Alliance againft France, what was formerly faid of 
the moft Chriftian King, who upon the Gonclufion of 
the Treaty of the Pyrenees, {peaking of the Recon- 
ciliation juft made with the Spaniards, turn’d it into 
Raillery, faying he had made that Treaty to put an 
End to the War and give his People fome Refpite ; 
but that in fir Time he knew how to act as tho’ it 
had never been made, or as if he were under no Ob- 
ligation from it: We will only affirm, that it does 
mot appear more unreafonable for the Allies to de- 
clare againft Philip V. after acknowledging him, than 
for the fame moft Chriftian King to declare againft 
King William III. upon the Death of King James ; 
«when his Promifes did not reftrain him from acknow- 
ledging the Prince of Wales, and thereby fetting up 
‘another King of England. 
(continues the Manifefto,) the 
Particulars of what pafs'd in the Netherlands, fiom the 
Death of the King of Spain to the Eleétor’s Return into 
ha Dominions: Becaufe prehaps it would not be 
much to his Credir... His declaring for the Duke of 
Anjou deceiv’d the Emperor and King William who 
had procur’d him the Government of thofe Provinces 
that he might keep them for the Arch-duke. But 
what-he did afterwards render’d that Declaration ftill 
more prejudicial to the latter. King Charles II. de- 
Ggning while he was living to fecure the Nether- 
lands tor the Arch-duke, garrifon'd the fortified Places 
of thofe Provinces with Troops upon whofe Affection 
and Fidelity he could depend, for oppofing effectual- 
ly the firft Efforts which ’twas nox doubted France 
would make on that fide. As long as thofe Troops 
had the Guard of thofe Places, and the French had 


no more Footing in the Netherlands, it may. be af- 


firm’d, that notwithftandirg the Declaration of the 
Cabal at Madrid, the Affair of the Succeilion of the 
Spanith Monarchy was not likely to be carried fo 
very eafily : Bur his Electoral Highnefs, who had 
intermeddled a little in the Negociations that were fet 
on Foot to prevent the War, contributed effectually to 
thar good Defign, by disbanding thofe Troops and 
fending them ou: of the Netherlands, where France 
did not like they fhould be. Yet they were there 
by the Appointment of the dead King, whofe Will 
"tis counted an Honour to have executed as puntlually 
and zealoufly as if he bad been living : So that to jutti- 
fy that Act of Obedience, it had been proper to cite 
fome Article of the Will, that enjoyn’d the disban- 
ding of thofe Troops, and admitting French Forces 
in their Rooms ; otherwife we muft be allow’d tro 
believe, that very little Regard was had to that 
Will, and lefs to the Intention of King Charles in 
garrifoning the fortified Towns of the Netherlands 
with Dutch Troops. pee 

The Manifefto fays Pope Innocent XII. confirm'd King 
Charles in the Refolution of making the Will attributed 
tohim, and which he himfelf had long before determin’d 
to make, notwithftanding the natural Inclination of the 
Princes of the Houfe of Auftria to aggrandize the Au- 


Strian Name. The natural Inclination of the Princes _ 


of the Houfe of Auftria to aggrandize their 
Houle, makes it the more improbable King Charles 
would diveft himfelf of Narure, and throw off that 
Inclination at his Death; a Time when Mens natural 
Inclinations generally work moft ftrongly upon them, 
and are aptto fhew themfelves eminently in the 
Wills they make. But we are told he had long be- 
fote determin’d to do Violence to that natural In- 
clination : When did he ever fhew that violent Re- 
folution ? What Declaration, what Evidence did he 
give in the whole Courfe of his Life, thar he had 
divefted himfelf of that natural Love for his own 
Family to give his Kingdom to another ? Europe 
has had fufficient Evidence to the corfrary. ’Tis 
known he often fotlicited the Emperor earneftly co 
fend the Arch-duke Charles to Spain, there ro be e- 
ducated as his fucure Succeffur: "Tis known he gave 
‘peremptory Orders to the Governours of bis Pro- 
vinces, to concur with the Minifters and Generals of 
the Emperor in al] things that might facilitate his 
getting Poffeffion of that Succeffion: "Tis known 
the Emperor did not receive one Letter from that 
King, that did not give confirm’d Affurances in the 
moft exprefs Terms of his fincere Intention not to 
choofe an Heir out of his Family. And it was ar 
his Solliciration that his Imperial Majefty fent fome 
Years before his Death, the old Count of Harach, 
High-fteward of his Hoxthold, to oppofe with greater 
Force the Intrigues, which his Catholick Majefty, 
to his great Difturbance, faw the French Ambaffador 
Harcourt manage at Madrid, to corrupt the Grandees 
of his Court, and engage them in his Mafter’s In- 
tereft. "Tis manifeft the moft Chriftian King depen- 
ded little on the Refolution, which ‘tis pretended 
King Charles had voluntarily taken in his Favour ; 
fince he took fo much Pairs, and employ’d fo many 
Artifices to win thofe that had the Management of 
Affairs ; from whom no doubt he had greater Ex- 
pectations than from the Ring. 
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Pope Innocent XII, we are cold, confirm'd King 
Charles in the Refolution of difpofing of his Dominions 
in che Manner ’tis pretended he did. We dare affure 
the Author of the Manifefto, that the Information 
given bom on that Head, is very falfe. Pope In- 
pocent could never confirm King Charles ina 
Refulu'ion to give bis Dominions to a Son of the 
Dauphin ; becaufe King Charles never had fuch an 
Intention, (as is evident from the Proofs already al- 
legd’d, and from a thoufand others,) and confequent- 
ly never confulted him about it.The Counfel ask’d of 
that Pope, which Affair was fv long kept a Myftery,and 
was but lately thought fic to be communicated to the 
Publick, was not ask’d in the Name of the King, bur 
on the Pact of thofe of the Court of Madrid who had 
entred into the Intereft of France, and who finding 
thar moft Holy Father was in his Inclination all 
Frenca, were willing to cheat themfelves, and fancti- 
fy their Plot with the Approbation of the Pope, (who 
readily gave into every thing that was acceptable to 


thac Crown,) that they might afterwards make Ule of 


that Approbarion to draw others into their Confpira- 
cy. ‘Lhofe who have any Information of what pafs'd 
at the Court of Rome on that Occafion, know what 
a Farce was acted by the Monk thac was fent from 
Spain upon that important Negociation ; on his Ar- 
rival be pafs'd for a devout Pilgrim, and at his De- 
parture was treated as a State-Criminal, to throw 
Duft into the Eyes of thofe who might think them- 
felyes concern’d to pry into and traverfe his In- 
trigucs. 
We confels we are willing to believe Innocent XII 
gave his Confent or Approbation to the rare Expedi- 
ent that had already been cencerted, to publifh a 
WI after the Death of the King, in order to induce 
the People to acquiefce with afeeming Authentick Do- 
nation, Butthat acquiefcing wasneverdefir’d of them 
on the Part of the King; who if difpos’d to make a 
Will, hd no Occafion for the Pope’s Confent or 
Approbation ; nor does the Ufe now made of that 
Approbation, add one Dram of Weight to the Scale 


the French would have go down, becaufe the Suc- . 


ceffion of Spain does in no manner depend on the 
Difpofitions of the Holy See. 

The Emperor (continues the Manifefto) made no 
Account of the unanimous Conjent of the Spaniards to 
Submit to Philip V ; nor remembred that 4 Dozen Tears 
before, he laid fuch a Strefs on the Confent of the Englifh 
to place William It. on tke Throne, that without hefita- 
ting he acknowledg’d him for King of England. There 
is Reafon to count for Nothing the Confent of the 
Spaniards to the Advancement of King Philip, be- 
caufe that Nation has nor yet been in a Condition to 
own their truc Sentiments. They would have been 
in fuch a Condition, had the French King kept his 
Word wich them, when to gain them he pro- 
mis'd to fend them a King alone, who could give 
them no Umbrage, and who.a they might mold to 
their own Cuftoms. We challenge him ill to leave 
his Grandfon and the Spaniards to themfelves, if he 
would fatisfy the World that they have voluntarily 
fubmitied to the King he bas given them: For o- 
therwife, to pretend that Submiffion is voluntary, 
when the Nation is overaw’d by the French Troops 
thar are in the Bowels of their Country ; and when all 
the Councils of the Mouacchy, far from having the 
leaft Authority, are directed by the Cabinet of Ver- 
failles ; is what neither the Spaniards nor Foreigners 
can be perfwaded of, unlefs they are capable of be- 
ing made to believe at the fame time that Windmils 
turn of themfelves, when they fee their Sails driven 
about by the moft boifterous Winds. 

_ Buc to proceed ; "tis fufficient ro our purpofe to fay 
that the Emperor acknowledg’d Prince William of 
Orenge for King of England, juft as the Republick 
of Venice now acknowledge the Duke of Anjou 
for King of Spain ; becaufe having no Intereft nor 
Pretentioa upon that Monarchy, "tis ina manner in- 


different to who fits on 'thé/Throne? Bilt 
argue thatthe Emperor ought to acknowledge the 
Duke of Anjou for the lawful Poileflogof a Crown 
to which he himfelf pretends 10 have a better Title ; 
is to carry his Complasfance tgo far: And we doub; 
"tis-what the French King willot be broughcto with. 
out great Difficulty, when (as is to be hop’d) he fhall 


fee the Archduke plac’d on the {me Throne by Force 


of Arms. Though in the Cafe of Poffeifiun gain’d 
by Force, the French King has indeed given {canda- 
lous Examples of his acknowledging the Poileffor ; 
Witnefs particularly his acknowledging Oliver Crom- 
well, fo far as to expel King Charles of England his 
Coufin German out of Francé, to hufnour that 
Tyrant.
